Local author flies high 
with owner's manual 

...AND IS MOVING ON TO ROYAL PROJECT 


CRISIS AT RAMSEY 
GENERAL PRACTICE 


Local author, pilot and aerial photographer 
Keith Wilson's unstoppable writing streak 
continues with the publication of the 
Vickers/BAC VC-10 Haynes Manual. 

The manual, which charts the rise and fall 
of "The Queen of the Skies", takes a look 
at all aspects of life surrounding the VC10, 
including its role in classified operations, 
with the book publishing newly-released 
details declassified for the text. The aircraft, 
which is described in the book as "inspi¬ 
rational", has enjoyed a role at the heart 
of British military and civilian flight for the 
last half-century, including a diplomatic 
role ferrying British Royalty and politicians 
(the aircraft was reportedly favoured by 
Margaret Thatcher) to functions abroad. 
Its illustrious career is topped by several 
records, including the as-yet unbeaten 
fastest crossing of the Atlantic by a sub-sonic 
jet-propulsion airliner. 

As one would expect from a long-time 
aerial photography specialist, Keith's 
illuminating commentary is peppered with 
fantastic images of the many variants both 
in flight and on the ground. Alongside these 
fantastic images are the facets of every good 
Haynes Manual - the cut-out diagrams and 
technical specs. But don't be alarmed, this is 
not a book simply for the anorak! Carefully 
woven into the text are all manner of facts 
and figures that amaze and baffle in equal 
amounts, while the sections are easily 
separated by distinguishable sub-heads 
which allow the casual reader to easily flick 
through to a part they like. 

Having said that, my one piece of advice is to 
read it all. The mark of any good non-fiction 
is the authors ability to weave fact with 
anecdote, telling not just the specifics of 
a situation but the feel, the gossip and the 
emotion of any subject. At this, Keith Wilson 
is a master. I was particularly enamored 
with what could have been a throwaway 
section, calmly marked with the unassuming 


header'Flying the VC10 with 101 Squadron'. 
Throughout, the simplest day-to-day 
routines are given life and flavour, as are the 
men of 101 and the crews of the VC-10. It is 
a journey not of machine but man, as Keith 
breathes fresh life into a subject that could 
have quickly become stale. Even as only 
a casual aviation enthusiast, I was eagerly 
flipping the pages - for the true connoisseur, 
this is a fine book indeed. 

Not content to stop there, Keith has already 
announced his next project, Royal Flying: A 
Pictorial History, which is due for release in 
March next year. Offering an insight into all 
aspects of the royal family in the air since 
King Edward VIII (then Prince of Wales) took 
a short flight in a Bristol F.2B Fighter of 139 
Squadron while visiting troops in France in 
July 1917, the book takes a sweeping look 
at the last century of royal flying, including 
an excellent selection of images of both 
The King's Flight from 1936 to 1953 and The 
Queen's Flight from 1953 to its merger with 
32 Squadron in 1995.

Forty patients attended what Rainbow 
Surgery has described as "a very important 
meeting" where issues around the NHS 
affecting Cambridgeshire and every patient 
living in the county were discussed. 

The Rainbow Surgery Patient Group 
Meeting, which took place on 21st 
November, coincided with the publishing 
of the Sustainability and Transformation 
plan (STP), while Chief Officer of Cambridge 
and Peterborough Clinical Commissioning 
Group Tracy Dowling also spoke regarding 
the future of general practitioners. 

During the first half of the meeting, Tracy 
Dowling told the group how she had enabled 
all eight MPs for the county to hearaboutthe 
funding crisis in Cambridgeshire and to put 
forward the unified case to the Department 
of Health for recalculating the budget. This 
includes are plans to improve efficiencies of 
purchasing in hospitals and more efficient 
pathways for common conditions. 
Commenting on the proposals, Ramsey GP 
Dr Arun Aggarwal stated "this area receives 
a low level of funding from the Department 
of Health for its residents, approximately 
£1,000 per year, and significantly less than 
areas like Manchester (£1,400 per year). This 
is supposed to address the different levels 
of sickness in different parts of the country. 
Cambridge is penalised for having healthier 
residents, even though healthier residents 
live longer and eventually use up more 
health spending. Even if a good proportion 


of the planned improvements do oecome 
a reality, Cambridgeshire will still face a 
funding crisis unless the Department of 
Health alter the funding formula." 

The second half of the meeting was devoted 
to surgery developments and the crisis in 
General Practice. Recruitment remains a 
big issue nationally and locally. There is 
government pressure to make surgeries 
work in bigger groups and the Rainbow 
Surgery is progressing with discussions with 
a whole variety of surgeries to look at logical 
and workable groups. 

Patients were introduced to the idea of 
such groups during the evening and how 
there was still a strong case for trying to see 
your regular GP for complicated long term 
problems, whereas any GP might do for 
minor short term problems. Many patients 
were worried about the distances of travel 
involved when working with a network of 
practices. This would only apply if residents 
wanted to pre-book an appointment in the 
evenings or weekends because they have a 
problem that did not require their regular GP 
or that could not be fitted in to their normal 
working week. Per a statement made by the 
Surgery; "this is all evolving and may take 
until March 2018 for it to become operational 
nationwide." 

The Rainbow Surgery was also inspected on 
13 September. The final report will be in the 
January edition of the Reporter.

Firstly, let me say I'm standing in for Ben Jones 
this month. Ben usually writes the CRUNCH 
youth project column, however he's been so 
busy with school and community projects 
that this month it's down to me to fill you in. 
I'm employed by Ramsey Neighbourhoods 
Trust who have responsibility for managing 
the youth clubs, with funding from Ramsey 
Million and Ramsey Town Council. 

The young people from CRUNCH youth 
project (aged 11+) have joined forces with 
the Ramsey Young Carers group to plan 
and put on a Christmas party at the Red 
House Care Home. We have been awarded 
funds to do this, and also to deliver three 
more community activities across the year 
by the Police Crime Commissioner who 
has acknowledged our achievements for 
engaging young people in positive activities. 
The young people discussed entertainment 
and opted for local entertainer Ian 'Rosie' 
Rose who performs old time songs from 
years gone by. They listed some potential 
food choices for the party and went along 
to the Red House to meet residents and 
kitchen staff to make sure they were on 
track. This was a great afternoon with the 
residents really appreciating the visit and the 
commitment shown by our young people. 
Finally they're working on table-cloths and 
napkins for the party. With support from The 
Norris Museum they've researched toys and 
games from Christmases past and have used 
this as inspiration for the main table cloth 
which is being screen printed. It really is a 
fantastic piece of art-work as well as being 
practical. They will complete this shortly in 
time for the party on Sunday 2nd December. 
We look forward to sharing photographs 
with you soon. 

In addition to this, our younger club BOSH 
(for ages 5 to 10) have also been doing 
their bit for the community. After arriving 
at the Cricket Club in mid-November for 
our weekly session we found that the site 
had been vandalised. Picnic benches had 
been broken and the plant tubs were strewn 
across the field. It really was a sorry state! 
We teach the children and young people 
who attend our clubs respect. In fact it's 
our motto - RESPECT each other, RESPECT 
the building, RESPECT the equipment 
provided. As the BOSH club has recently 
been awarded £1,000 by Central England 
Co-operative stores, with an element to be 
spent on gardening we decided we would 
help the Cricket Club out. Some of our funds 
has been spent on soil, bulbs and plants to 
restore the tubs to their former glory. The 
children had great fun helping to plant them 
up and in doing so have helped out the 
wider community. We would like to thank 
Stephen Buddie, Club Chairman and his 
team for the support they have shown to our 
young people in allowing us to use the club 
house on a regular basis this Winter and also 
for their ongoing support with the BOSH 
Summer play-scheme. Establishing these 
relationships and supporting one another 
works so well, long may it continue.

MOZART'S COSI FAN TUTTE A GREAT 
SUCCESS FOR PETERBOROUGH OPERA 
AT THOMAS A BECKET CHURCH

Peterborough Opera staged Mozart's comic 
opera Cosi fan Tutte in St Thomas a Becket 
Church on October 29th. 

In this opera two friends, Guglielmo and 
Ferrando are coerced into testing the 
faithfulness of their lovers, the sisters 
Fiordiligi and Dorabella. The plot is hatched 
and progressed by Don Alfonso (Michael 
Dale) assisted by Despina (Ami Walsh). 
Set in 1960s Italy by director Jan Haylock, 
Guglielmo (Martin Muir) and Ferrando 
(Adrian Wall) disguised themselves as 
hippies to woo their lovers Fiodiligi (Shiona 
Cormack) and Dorabella (Emily Mayo). The 
chorus added some illustrative colour and a 
fantastic sound to this ensemble piece. 

Kate Wishart accompanied the opera from 
the keyboard, handling the orchestral 
reduction with great skill. 

Comedic elements 

The performance brought out the comedic 
elements quite successfully whilst building 
tension as to who would end up with whom 
till the final phrases of the opera. 

Shiona Cormack has a delightful shine to her 
soprano voice and handled the coloratura 
phrases with great facility. Emily Mayo's 
Dorabella was coquettishly played with 
wonderful expression and stage presence. 


Adrian Wall's Ferrando demonstrated 
gorgeous phrasing in his long lyrical lines 
whilst Martin Muir's Guglielmo delivered 
both comedy and drama showing great 
diction and musical line. Ami Walsh's 
Despina showed tremendous characteri¬ 
sation in her various guises but also lovely 
tonal quality and clarity. Michael Dale as Don 
Alfonso sang with great aplomb, demon¬ 
strating a most attractive evenness of tone 
and a thorough musical understanding. 

This work combined arias and recitatives 
with a full range of ensembles from duets 
through to sextets and Tutti numbers, 
demonstrating Mozart's incredible 
skill at polyphony, melodic genius and 
dramatisation.

A much loved and respected gentleman, 
Mr Douglas Shaw's personal wishes were 
acknowledged last month when his ashes 
were interned at Oosterbeek Cemetery in 
Holland. Doug , such a gentle and likeable 
man, was a true Upwood Village boy. His 
mother had run the Upwood Post Office 
which Douglas took over running alongside 
his popular Shaw's Stores High Street shop. 
Doug together with his wife Joyce ran the 
stores and mobile van for many years until 
retirement. 

Douglas joined the Army at the age of 18 
in 1942. His service included many tours 
including the battle or Arnhem and later 
was taken prisoner of War in Stalag XIB, 
Germany. His family were initially unaware 
of his circumstances having received 
notification from the War Office that he 


was missing in North West Europe. Later it 
transpired that he was transported by cattle 
truck and imprisoned suffering from a 
shrapnel wound to his foot. He saw out the 
remainder of the war at the Panzer Barracks 
at Fallingbostel, Germany. 

Doug lost his,much loved Wife Joyce after 65 
years of marriage in 2015 and himself spent 
the last few months of his life at Hunters 
Down Care Home in Huntingdon. 

At his recent funeral the hearse drove 
slowly through his beloved sleepy Village 
of Upwood. Doug loved the Village being 
supporter of Upwood Cricket Club and a 
life long supporter of Posh Football Club, 
Peterborough. 

His final wish to be re-united with his 
lost comrades took place at the end of 
October when his Daughter Susan and Son 
in Law Andrew Mason went over to the 
Commonwealth War Graves Cemetery in 
Oosterbeek Holland attending a moving 
service performed by Mr Gerrit Pijpers OBE 
Patron Officer of the Hartenstein Airborne 
Museum, and members of the Royal British 
Legion placing his ashes with his wartime 
comrades, with memorial wreaths. Douglas 
had written his own memories in a book 
entitled "A Village boy goes to War" the final 
credits of which read "Good Luck to you all. 
Good health to you all and, God Bless you all. 
Doug" 

His Daughter hopes to publish his book in 
the future.

ADAM ROBERTS GETS A LOOK 
FIGHTING FOR THE SURVIVAL 

If anything, Friends of Warboys Library is 
not a title that does justice to this group. 
Certainly, if you spend any time at all in 
Warboys you will come across their name, 
or at the very least their acronym: FOWL. On 
the surface they are impressive enough; their 
successful campaigning has kept Warboys 
Library open, and it is a rare day when a 
member of the group is not found inside the 
Library itself whenever the doors open. Look 
further, and you find a collection of people 
who care deeply about Warboys as a whole. 
They provide events for resident's young 
and old, keep the world up to date with the 
many facets of Warboys life, and continue to 
give their time freely to support their causes 
The name may be FOWL, but the member 
are fair by far. 

Run of the Mill 

So, what does this friends group do exactly? 
Their first and most vital role is to protect the 
library from closure, a task they accomplish 
through organizing and running day-to-day 
activities and special events, pressuring 
various branches of local government 
and providing reading or other materials 
for the library and public. As Committee 
Chairwoman Maureen Alden explained, "The 
aims of our group really are to tell everybody 
here is your library, it's your library, come 
and use it because if you don't use it you'll 
lose it". 

Naturally, the first step is to keep the library 
running, and alongside many other groups 
FOWL continues to exert pressure and stop 
the doors from closing for good. They have 
also purchased and donated all manner of 
items, including tea urns, book racks, tables, 
electronic equipment, fans and of course 
books, most notably their recent purchasing 
of the top ten paperbacks, which are 
available exclusively at Warboys Library for 
the first six months. You can also frequently 
find a taxing quiz at the Information Desk - 
great for those of you who enjoy exercising 
their grey cells. Alongside this, the group 
regularly funds and runs activities, including 
delightful insights into village history with 
Victorian teas and talks from residents such 
as Cllr Joan Cole and former High Sherriff 
Victor Lucas. Most recently, this included 
the Summer Reading Scheme, a nationwide 
scheme supported by the group within 
which local children were encouraged 
to read six books during their summer 
holidays, winning a medal and certificate. 
Friends members were on hand for the kids 
to discuss their reading, oftentimes leading 
to lines almost out the door ("the noise", says 
Maureen, "Is unbelievable!") a reminder that 
the Friends are a hands-on organisation and 
not just a pressure group. 

Maureen explained why the group is required 
to maintain such a role: "with the cutbacks 
in funding the Library service doesn't have 
monies to buy all the extras and things, and 
we find all the extras and things in concert 
with Chris who runs the Library" How under 
threat is Warboys Library? "A couple of years 
ago, we really were under threat and we 
had a public meeting which was incredibly 


well supported. We fought tooth and nail 
- we had meetings with the Parish Council, 
District Council, County Council, the library 
service. We had all sorts of meetings in here 
[the library] and discussed what we could do 
and eventually they realised." 

A take-away 

This brings me onto an interesting side note. 
In the paragraphs below you hear about 
the many activities of the Friends group, 
but if there was one thing I took away from 
conversing with them it was this. Take out a 
book! 

"The problem with libraries is that their 


use is measured in the issue of book and 
occasionally, on the footfall" explained 
Maureenm "but in a small library where you 
don't have a counter on the door they only 
count that two or three times a year. Now, the 
footfall actually is very good for us, because 
we always get lots of people in here, but the 
issue of books has gone down, and that's 
a big part of how they calculate weather 
a library is under threat. But we maintain 
it's a community asset - it's all things to all 
people" It truly is, not only due to the work 
of the Friends, but its use by several other 
local groups, as well as the input of staff and 
official library volunteers, many of whom are 
also part of the Friends group. But the point 


still stands - if you want to keep the library 
open, you've to got to borrow the books! 

Going digital 

In all this time, the group has never limited 
their activity simply to the Library. As far 
back 2004, when their fight for the Library's 
survival began, FOWL has contributed to life 
in Warboys village through their website and 
the Warboys Directory, and invaluable asset I 
shall come to in a moment. 

However, I could not finish this piece without 
delving into the extraordinary history of the 
FOWL website. One of the longest running 
sites dedicated exclusively to the village, 


fowl.org.uk was picked up by webmaster 
Evan Tringham in 2008, when he purchased 
one of the last remaining 'fowl' domain 
names. He recalls the committee of the time 
not being as thrilled about the possibility of 
the website so much as they were happy the 
domain was available. Evan, who built the 
site by hand and keeps it regularly updated, 
has been adding new section since the 
site's inception as a vehicle for the Warboys 
Directory. Now, one can not only browse the 
directory (see below for more), but also gain 
an insight into Warboys itself, with sections 
detailing the history, showcasing maps 
or photographs from years gone by, and 
highlighting links to other useful sites. 


The right direction 

Now, to the directory. What is it? The 
Warboys Directory lists all the clubs, 
societies, businesses, organisations and 
services in Warboys, or as many as humanly 
possible. Each society or club has a page of 
its own, giving further details and even diary 
of activities if they so wish. Most importantly, 
every entry provided free of charge, and 
groups are encouraged to inform FOWL 
of any current events and news affecting 
Warboys, which is also listed on the website. 
Conceived in 2005, Even explains its history; 
"After it had been running a few months, 
Cambridge County Council asked the friends 
weather they would produce a directory of 
the village. They said yes, and a group of 
them started to find out the information of 
all the clubs and societies of the village." 

In 2006, the first directory was published, a 
word that Evan uses advisedly. "It was a series 
of sheets of paper stapled together", he 
reiterates as the group knowingly chuckles, 
"and they weren't all the same size either!". 
The second incarnation Evan arranged 
himself, converting the many sheets, pages 
and even floppy disks of information into 
a proper booklet, published later in 2006 
before being updated in 2009. Today, the 
online directory is modern in style (featuring 
fly out menus) and works with most 
computers, notebooks and tablets. 

Due to this modernization, the directory 
remains an invaluable resource, and not just 
for residents. "Several people have told me 
they looked at the directory before coming 
to the village", says Maureen, "It has helped 
bring people here in the past!" 

Onwards and upwards 
Looking away from the past and into the 
future, FOWL are constantly finding new 
ways to fundraise and keep the residents of 
Warboys on their toes. Coming up at the start 
of next month (Saturday 3rd to be precise) is 
their next book sale, this time held inside the 
library building from 10 until noon. 

After that comes an event simply titled 
January, held with refreshments provided 
on the afternoon of Saturday January 30th 
at 2pm. 

If you want to know more about FOWL, the 
group holds a regular Saturday morning 
coffee session at the Library from 10.30am 
to 12 noon, everyone welcome to drop in. 
Why not have a cup of tea/coffee while you 
browse on Saturday morning! 

Like so many local groups, the Friends 
of Warboys Library are always in need 
of support and welcome new members 
and interested residents with open arms. 
Together with the diligent staff and local 
volunteers at the library they continue to 
work for the betterment of the Library. They 
are doing all they can to keep the library 
open in Warboys and make it a place where 
the community can come together, and I 
can heartily recommend going along and 
finding out more. 

Just remember, whatever you do, take a 
book out!

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WHY SHOULD WE PAY?

Coming into Sixth Form and studying the 
subjects that you love is perhaps the first, 
most exciting step for students as they 
come into their independence in their 
education - but it comes at a price. Trans¬ 
portation post-16 is at an ultimate high. For 
the two years studying locally, a standard 
bus pass costs over £1000, while further 
journeys into the centre of Cambridge can 
range to a summit of £1353. This price is 
causing students to be deterred from further 
study, instead turning to apprenticeships 
or home-study. The Sixth Form students 
at Abbey College, Ramsey have taken a 
stand against the prices established by the 
council that disadvantage those who live 
a distance from the school. Head teacher, 
Andy Christoforou, alongside Sixth Form 
leaders are calling for a petition in the hope 
that buss pass rates will be discussed in the 
House of Commons. The main argument is 
that since the Conservative party raised the 
age in which you can legally leave education, 
students who no longer have a choice now 
need to pay the price of a decision that is 
not theirs. In this sense, this makes post-16 
students in a similar situation to younger 


students as the law requires them to be so, 
why should Sixth Form students need to 
pay such a high price when no payment was 
required throughout their entire secondary 
experience. 

Head Boy Rory Austin stated 

"Many of the post-16 students at Abbey 
College are angered at the unreasonable 
prices that we must pay for the school 
buses. This comes at a time where full time 
education is compulsory until the age of 
18, yet sixth formers are the only ones that 
must pay for the school bus. There are many 
people who will not be able to afford this 
colossal amount of money and it concerns 
us all. We're currently in the planning stages 
of setting up a petition to ask for changes 
to the system that is outright unfair and 
ineffective." 

Abbey Sixth Form is hoping to not only raise 
awareness, but gain the assistance from local 
MP Shailesh Vera to further the petitions 
progress. A single pebble can begin a ripple 
of change - this is the desired effect sought 
after by the Abbey students, hoping that by 
bringing the issue to surface it will gain the 
support from all surrounding schools in the 
area.

REMEMBRANCE EVENTS TAKE PLACE ACROSS THE AREA 



Services were held in Ramsey, Warboys 
and the surrounding villages this month 
to commemorate Armistice Day and 
Remembrance Sunday, as the country fell 
silent to remember those that have given 
their lives in service to their country and the 
relatives they have left behind. 

On November 11th, Abbey College opened 
its ceremony to the community for the first 
time, inviting parents and residents to join 
them on their sports field. The short service 
included readings by several students and a 
speech by Headteacher Andy Christoforou. 
Proceedings began with a parade by members 
of local cadet groups, including 511 Squadron 
Air Training Corps. Wreathes and tributes were 
laid by the deputy head boy and girl as well 
as representatives from each of the school's 
houses. 

The annual event, which has been held 
previously, was open to all members of the 



public and parents. Also attending were 
many of the school's Governors and Cllr Adela 
Costello, Mayor of Ramsey. The College also 
opened their brand-new Business Centre to 
attendees of the Ramsey service, which was 
held at the War Memorial on Church Green. 
Speaking after the event, Mr Christoforou 
commented: "The service was fantastic, a 
real honour to see so many students and the 
community humbled by such a significant 
event in our history. I was blown away by the 
respect shown and the reflections shown by 


our young people." 

Councillor Costello also stated: "I think it is a 
superb occasion, it is a reminder to children 
of what happened in the wars and how we do 
owe this time to the people who gave up their 
lives in both world wars and other wars. The 
children were well behaved; the whole event 
was really well organised and it was an honour 
to be invited". 

Later in the month, ceremonies were held to 
mark Remembrance Sunday at both Ramsey 
and Warboys' war memorials, the latter of 


which was attended by over 200 people in 
beautiful sunshine. The service was led by 
Rev. Garry Dawson-Jones and the bugler was 
Stephen Woodford returning to the village 
specially to play his tribute of the Last Post 
and Reveille. Squadron Leader Andy Callander 
laid a wreath on behalf of RAF Wyton and took 
the salute at the Jubilee Clock Tower with the 
Chairman of the Parish Council, Mary Bucknell. 
A statement made via social media on the 
Warboys Parish Council Facebook page spoke 
of "an attentive congregation who viewed 
the Remembrance Screen Presentation with 
the young people eager to answer questions 
on the celebrity photos as they appeared. 
Their exemplary behavior was rewarded with 
a lollipop at the end of the service whilst the 
adults enjoyed the opportunity to socialise 
during their refreshments. Once again a 
wonderful tribute to all those who made the 
supreme sacrifice in order that we might enjoy 
our lives today." 

In Ramsey, the service was attended by the 
Mayor and Deputy Mayor, alongside the 
Lord Lieutenant and the Chairman of HDC. A 
parade included a marching pipe band and 
members of all the major service branches, 
including cadet groups from the local area. 
Over twenty wreathes were laid by civic figures 
and members of the community, who stood to 
hear the Last Post played by Richard Batty.

Did you know that in the winter of 2008, 
about 20% of the UK's bees died? I bet 
Caroline knows. At our regular monthly 
meeting on 14th November Caroline 
Knightly one of the members of Ramsey Wl 
gave a talk entitled "Bees to Candles". 
Caroline, who fairly recently became an 
apiarist (bee keeper) explained how the 
worker (female) bees produce tiny drops of 
wax, from wax-producing glands in their 
abdominal segments, they then discard it 
in or at the hive. The hive workers collect 
and use it to form cells for honey-storage 
and larval and pupal protection within the 
beehive. When no longer in use the wax is 
collected by the bee keeper, melted and 
refined and often made into candles. 


Caroline showed us the frames, wired wax 
foundation, moulds and of course the 
finished article. Wax candles burn longer 
than candles made of other waxes and do 
not produce that nasty smoke when you put 
them out. A very interesting talk; if only we 
had been able to buy some of her duck or 
dog shaped candles.

Ramsey Wl held their first coffee morning 
on Friday 11th November at the Community 
Centre, Stocking Fen Road. Coffee or Tea 
with lots of biscuits for only £1. Not many 
people ate the biscuits; they were all too 
busy sampling the homemade cakes on 
offer.

It's true to say there are hazards for our pets all times of the year-whether they be seasonal hazards like grass seeds in the summer or everyday 
substances that are poisonous to our pets such as rat poison or lilies. But winter, it seems, does have more potential perils than any other season. 


Sadly, every winter Vets all over the country 
need to treat pets with poisonings, injuries 
and gut blockages - many of which are 
preventable given a the right precautions. 
Last month we went through our Top 5 
Winter Warnings. This month we talk about 
things a little more festive... 


our pets. What is clear is that it can fatal! 
There also appears to be some irregular¬ 
ities in how much - some dogs seem to be 
ok after eating a whole bunch of grapes 
whereas others a small handful has been 
fatal. Best to keep those mince pies and 
Christmas cake well away from your pets. 


Here are our Top 5 Christmas 
Cautions 

1. Chocolate (POISON) 

Most people know chocolate is poisonous to 
dogs but did you know it's also poisonous to 
cats and interestingly, in high quantities, us!? 
The culprits are the chemicals theobromine 
and caffeine which naturally occur in 
chocolate. The difference is our body size and 
our metabolism. Cats and dogs are smaller 
than us and metabolise (or break down) the 
chemicals slower than we do, which is why 
we can safely eat chocolate and they cannot. 
How much is toxic to our pets depends on 
the chemical content of the chocolate (dark 
chocolate is higher than milk) and the size 
of the pet but be warned some pets can be 
especially sensitive and it can be fatal! 

2. Bones (Choke or blockage) 

As we treat ourselves to our lovely family 
roast dinners, please remember to discard 
the leftover bones correctly. I'm sure your 
pet would love nothing more than to chew 
on them but the pieces they break off can be 
a choking hazard or worse, cause a blockage 
in their digestive tract. Cooked bones are 
also likely to splinter leaving sharp edges 
which can cause no end of injury. 

3. Raisins & grapes (POISON) 

Scientists are not really sure what it is in 
raisins, sultanas and grapes that is toxic to

presents (Choke or blockage) 

You name it, a pet has eaten it! Who knows 
why some dogs eat inanimate objects but if 
they do it can cause blockages and need to 
be surgically removed. Also be cautious of 
any gifts of chocolate under the tree! 

5. Added stress including 
fireworks (Comfort & wellbeing) 

The festive season usually means a big 
disruption to routine. Family and friends 
coming and going, cats especially can 
become stressed with the disturbance. 
These days, much to the dismay of many 
pet owners, fireworks seem to persist 
throughout the winter - meaning many 
more scared and stressed pets. There's 
many things you can do to keep stress to a 
minimum - speak to our team for advice.

"Halloween gathering". They were spoken 
to and escorted off the site. It should be 
noted that there are a number of derelict 
buildings, broken glass, rubble, missing 
manhole covers and general rubbish on the 
site making RAF Upwood an unsafe place 
to be. People going on to the site are also 
trespassing. 

The Council is actively looking at outdoor 
adult gym equipment which we hope to 
have installed on the large playing field 
in the not too distant future. The choice of 
equipment is not going to be easy as there 
are many suppliers of such equipment. The 
children's' play area still proves to be popular 
and it is nice to see so many children using it 
after school with their parents-a nice way to 


let off steam. 

The Neighbourhood Planning Group has 
recently carried out a survey/questionnaire 
of all residents of the village and among 
the concerns was the speed of traffic in 
and through the village and in particular 
The Upwood Road and High Street. Our 
Speedwatch coordinator needs some more 
volunteers, so if you want to help to try and 
slow the traffic then contact Speedwatch by 
emaikcsw.bury@gmail.com>. 

The more volunteers the more times 
Speedwatch can operate and the greater the 
chance of slowing the traffic. 

Traffic calming in Owls End is to go ahead in 
the near future and the volume, speed and 
size of vehicles using the "green lane" part 
ofTunkers Lane is increasing. The problem is 
caused by the fact that the lane is now on 
sat navs so traffic from Upwood to Warboys 
and vice versa is directed onto the lane. The 
Highways department of the County Council 
are now looking at the problem.

WATCH OUT! - IS YOUR SHED SECURE? 


Following an increase in shed and garage 
burglaries across the district, police are 
asking members of the public to be wary of 
their outbuildings. 

The constabularies advice includes: 

• Checking access to your garden - lock 
gates. 

• Shed locked using closed shackle 
padlock. 

• Screws on hinges burred to prevent 
unscrewing. 

• Install a shed alarm which can be 
purchased cheaply at a DIY store. 


• Large items chained down to prevent 
moving. Mowers/bikes etc. 

• All property security marked, painted 
in bright colour or given a unique mark to 
make them recognisable to you. 

• Consider whether it is appropriate to 
store high value items within outbuildings if 
they cannot be adequately secured. 

• Any secondary access points should be 
secured with appropriate standard locks for 
the type of door. 

• Consider the possibility of installing 
CCTV as a deterrent.

RSM Village Trust approached Kulwinderand 
Dash Sukhdarshan, owners of the Village 
Store to see if they would consider having 
a special cabinet which would house the 
AED and place it on the wall of their store. 
Kulwinder and Dash were extremely pleased 
to agree to do something for the community 
and so a defibrillator and cabinet were 
purchased. 

Qualified electrician 

The next step was to get someone to put 
the cabinet on the wall and connect it to 
the electricity supply. I was given a name 
of a qualified electrician (who just happens 


to live in the village), Gary Judd who owns 
his own business G J Electrics (gjudd05@aol. 
com). I approached him and was delighted 
when he said he would be able to help 
and even more delighted when he kindly 
offered to donate his time and any electrical 
equipment required free of charge to the 
Trust and the community. So one very cold 
and windy morning, Gary and his son Ryan 
picked up the cabinet and within an hour 
and a half the cabinet was on the wall with 
the AED inside, up and running and ready to 
SAVE LIVES. 

The defibrillator has been registered with 
the East Anglia Ambulance Service. The 
Trust would like to say a BIG THANK YOU 
to Kulwinder, Dash, Gary and Ryan for their 
help and support. We are very lucky to have 
such kind community minded people living 
in our village.

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Organising a Christmas party 
and absence 


If you're organising a Christmas party for your team this year, one of the things 
you may be worried about is absence the next day. A combination of late nights 
and merriment with alcohol inevitably increase the risk of attendance issues 
the following day. 


So how can you minimise it? 

Clearly the best approach to dealing with 
this issue is to try and avoid it occurring in 
the first place. Here are some things you 
could try: 

• Allow people to come in late the next day, 
on the grounds that if they can legitimately 
have a lie in, they are more likely to come into 
work than if they have to drag themselves 
out of bed at 6am. 

• Reduce the amount of alcohol available 

• Ensure the event doesn't finish too late 

• Remind people prior to the event that 
normal office hours apply the following day, 
and unless they have taken annual leave, 
they are expected at work as usual. 

• Remind staff that unauthorised absences 
will be treated as a disciplinary issue 

What about phoning in sick? 

Realistically, rather than just not turning up, 
the majority of absences following a social 
event are likely to be staff ringing in sick. 

You could remind staff in advance that 
sickness absences must be supported by a 
self-certification or doctor's certificate, and 
that a hangover is not a legitimate reason for 


absence. If you offer any company sick pay 
you could make it clear in your policy that 
alcohol-related absence will not qualify for 
this enhanced pay. 

But ultimately,even ifyou suspecta hangover 
is the reason for the absence, unless you 
have real evidence, you are unlikely to be 
able to discipline someone for one day's 
sickness absence as long as reporting and 
certification procedures have been followed.

Our Carers Hubs offer a range of 
groups, activities, training and well 
being programmes and support in 
local communities for carers and 
the family or friends they care for.

GILMORE GIRLS 


A Year In The Life 


■ For a change this 
month I am reviewing the all too brief return of 
the TV series Gilmore Girls. The original Gilmore 
Girls hit our screens in the year 2000 with the 
story of the funniest, most caffeinated mother 
daughter duo I've ever seen. Over seven series 
we cooked with Sookie, rocked out with Lane, 
studied with Rory and drank way too much 
coffee with Lorelai so, when the show ended in 
2007, it was heart breaking. Not just because 
the show came to an end but also because we 
no longer got to see characters we had grown 
up with reach the end of their story. Therefore, 
when Netfiix announced it was going to revive 
the show for one last season I was ecstatic! On 
the 25th of November 2016 Gilmore Girls, A Year 
in the Life, aired with 4 feature length episodes 
entitled, Winter, Spring, Summer and Fall, in 
which the entire cast made a reappearance - 
even if only briefly - and it was PERFECT! 

At the center of this final series were, as always, 
Lorelai and Rory Gilmore. When we left them 9 
years ago, Lorelai was finally getting together 
with Luke after seven long years of 'what if' 
and Rory was going out into the world having 
recently graduating Yale and becoming a 
newly single woman. When we return to Stars 
Flollow in Winter it becomes clear that Rory's 
plans didn't quite work out as she had hoped 
with her writing jobs sparse and a messy 
relationship with one of her ex's (no spoilers but 
oh my he's aged well!). Both our leading ladies 
have found themselves in a rut and throughout 
the new series we go on a journey with them to 
find their place, whether that be in Stars Flollow 
or elsewhere. 


However, I think the most interesting plot line 
of the four episodes was Emily Gilmore (Mother 
to Lorelai and grandmother to Rory). For those 
of you who loved the original series you know 
that Richard and Emily are a formidable pair, 
however, in 2014 the actor who played Richard, 
Edward Herrmann, passed away meaning 
when the show returned this year Emily was 
left without her Richard. Emily's struggle to 
adapt is a major arch in the series as you see 
her having to reinvent herself without her 
partner for the last 50 years, which is both 
beautiful and devastating. 

I personally thought it was the perfect end 
to one of the best-written shows I've ever 
watched. It was witty, heartwarming, magical 
and unique and this final installment did not 
disappoint. It was full to the brim of familiar 
faces, Kirk to Jess, Doose to Miss Patty. I'm sad 
to know this is officially the end of Gilmore Girls 
but in my opinion is truly was the perfect way 
to conclude their story with everything coming 
full circle. 

So, if you're looking for a Christmas gift for 
someone who enjoys amusing, well written 
family dramas you could do no better than 
buying one or more series box sets of Gilmore 
Girls (PG rated) - they'll become hooked!

ECIPE OF THE MONTH 



If you are looking for something different over Christmas this nut roast 
should fit the bill. Now we have had a few frosts, the parsnips should be 
lovely and sweet. 


WHAT YOU WILL NEED 

1 tbs veg oil 

Small onion chopped 

2 cloves of garlic crushed 
225 gm (8oz) cashew nuts 

100 gm (4 oz) fresh breadcrumbs 

!egg 

3 medium parsnips 
A little butter 

225 gm (8oz) mushrooms 
Vi tsp dried or fresh rosemary 
Vi tsp dried or fresh thyme 
l A pt hot stock 
1 tsp marmite (optional) 

Salt and pepper 
Sauce (optional) 

225 gm (8oz) mushrooms 
25 gm (loz) butter 
1 tbs sherry 

4 tsp of flour 

580 ml (1 pt) stock 


METHOD 

1. Grease a 2lb loaf tin. Pre heat oven gas Mark 
4,180oC 

2. Cook the parsnips and mash with a little 
butter 

3. Fry onion and garlic in the oil 

4. Grind the cashew nuts in a blender and mix 
with the breadcrumbs. Beat the egg and add 
to the nuts together with the herbs. Mix in the 
mashed parsnip and fried onion. Make sure it 
is well mixed. 

5. Melt the butter and fry the chopped 
mushrooms until soft. 

6. Put half the mixture in the loaf tin, and 
level. Add the mushrooms and then the rest of 
the nut mixture. Cover with foil and bake for 
an hour. Let it stand for 10 minutes. 

7. If you wish to make the sauce, melt the 
butter and cook the mushrooms with the sherry 
(if desired) for 2-3 minutes on a high heat. Add 
flour and cook gently for a minute or so. Add 
stock slowly and bring to the boil and simmer 
for 3-5 minutes. Season. Liquidise the sauce.

ADAMS FITNESS CHALLENGE 

PART 3 - MORE A BREEZE THAN A CYCLONE 



As I type, my legs are starting to ache from 
my now-regular circuits session last night, 
my back has only just stopped shaking 
when I sit in a particular position, and I've 
a sneaking suspicion I've agreed to check 
out an equally strenuous exercise class next 
week. Three months ago, this would have 
filled me with dread. Now, it's all in a day's 
work! 

Cyclone Sessions 

So, what's been happening this month? As 
I may have mentioned before, I've been 
having a few issues with my gym key (the 
USB like device used to control the cardio 
machines in the fitness suite). By issues, I 
mean I've put it down somewhere in my 
office and can't find it. So now I'm relying 
little on classes. This has led me down the 
rabbit hole of spinning class, and into the 
waiting arms of the cyclone machine. 

In case you are unaware, spinning is fitness 
jargon for classes focusing on endurance 
and high intensity training using a stationary 
exercise bicycle with a weighted flywheel 
in a classroom setting. In plain English, it's 
about going fast on a bike for a long time, 
occasionally with your bum in the air! As 
for the cyclone itself, it is part fitness bike 
and part medieval-torture machine... sorry, 
that's just in my head. The Cyclone bike is 
designed to keep everyone working equally 
hard regardless of level of fitness. Like a HIIT 
game of Simon, you programme in your 
height, weight and fitness level and are 
given an energy output to hit, measured by 
the bike in Watts. Four lights then tell you if 
you are going slow (blue), medium (yellow), 
hitting your target (green) or exceeding it 
(red). My advice - learn to love the yellow. 

As a levelling tool, it is exceptional. In my 
class, it's fair to say we were all of different 
sizes, abilities, genders... and all exhausted! 

Two's Company 

Just a quick word of warning before I go on. 
As I mentioned last month, it can be rather 
good fun to have someone along during all 
this. In my case, my brother has become a 
near constant companion at the gym, which 
at time allows both of us to push harder, up 
our morale, joke around and generally have 
a bit of fun with this fitness lark. This month, 
I discovered there is a downside to having 
a younger, more athletic, better looking 
version of you constantly outperforming you 
at every turn. It's an interesting experience, 
put it that way. 

That being said, there is plenty of fun to be 
had. My long-time pal and former Reporter 
columnist Sam 'the sports therapist' Palmer 
joined us for circuits this month, mostly 
adding yet another class-member to 


demolish me in terms of fitness. However, 
it was slightly pleasing to see him just as 
exhausted, worked and entertained by 
the class as I was. It goes to show, there is 
something for all abilities in these sessions, 
the only difference being us mere mortals 
making a lot more show of doing it. Again, 
my apologies to anyone who saw my 
jumping squat - no-one should be forced to 
witness that. 

My Fitness 

I guess I've held off on the main question 
long enough. How am I doing? Pretty well, 
as it happens. 

Weight - steadied out. I'm down another 
couple of kilograms (yay!) but it does 
fluctuate simply because haven't had 
chance to tackle my diet, which ranges from 
mildly healthy to grossly carb obsessed 
depending on my general mood and stress 
level. However, in terms of fitness, I've 
phenomenally improved. 

As a youngish sufferer of hypertension (high 
blood pressure), I keep a near daily eye on 
my vitals. One of the side measurements 
of these tests is pulse rate, which when I 
started was pretty constantly stuck around 
90 beats per minute (bpm). Not great, but 
at the same time within the norms. Now, my 
resting pulse rarely gets up into the 80s. I 
even recorded a dead-on 60bpm just a few 
days ago, the lowest I have ever seen. 

The effects are plain to see in real life 
scenarios. My regular jaunt to Bury Stores or 
down the pub doesn't leave me sweating, 
even when I'm wrapped up against the cold. 
Its affected me in more subtle ways too, I'm 
feeling more confident before heading out 


on the town or off to an interview. I know it's 
not really done in society to be both blokey 
and insecure, but as a man who hasn't been 
comfortable with his general shape since 
the late 90's, it does help to have that little
